No. 1-CA (32) / 69 — In exercise of the powers confer- 
red by Sub-section (1) of Section 30 of the Chartered 
Accountants Act, 1949, (XXXVIII of 1949) the Council 
of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India had 
made the following amendments to the Chartered Accoun- 
tants Regulations, 1964, the same having been previously 
published and approved by the Central Government as re- 
quired under Sub-section (3) of the said Section. 

In the said Regulations : — 

In the existing Regulation 113, for Sub-regulations (8), 
(9) and (10), substitute the following: — 

“(8) A committee shall consist of the Chairman 
or the Vice-Chairman of the Regional Council ex- 
officio and such other members of the Regional 
Council as may be elected by it, or such other mem- 
bers of the Institute belonging to the region not ex- 
ceeding two thirds df the members of the committee, 
as may be co-opted by the Regional Council, and 
any member so co-opted shall be entitled to exercise 
all the rights ot a member of the committee : 

Provided that there shall be at least three members in- 
cluding the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman in a com- 
mittee : 

Provided further that in the case of any committee 
constituted under the direction of the Council, one mem- 
ber shall be nominated by the Council from amongst its 
members in the region. 

(9) The Regional Council shall elect any member 
of the committee, other than a co-opted member, to 
be its Chairman : 

Provided that in the case of any committee constituted 
under the direction of the Council, unless otherwise nomi- 
nated by the Council, the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman 
of the Regional Council, as the case may be, shall be the 
Chairman of that committee. 

(10) A member of a committee shall hold office 
until the meeting of the Regional Council in. the next 
year to be held in the latter half of September, as 
provided hereinafter, but he shall be eligible for re- 
election or co-option, as the case may be : 

Provided that if he is an elected member of the com- 
mittee, h© shall be eligible for re-election only if he is a 
member of the Regional Council at the time of re-elec- 
tion.”
